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PREFACE 


Extension  econotnists  are  increasingly  being  faced  with 
requests  for  ass?lEtance  in  evaluating  processing  plant 
feasibility.  For  many  this  is  a relatively  new  field. 

In  order  to  provide  extension  workers  with  background 
information  on  this  subject,  it  was  thought  desirable 
to  prepare  a list  of  studies  in  this  area.  The  result- 
ing compilation,  as  the  title  suggests,  is  not  intended 
to  be  complete  - for  questions  of  plant  feasibility  in- 
volve many  phases  of  agricultural  economics.  Rather, 
an  attempt  has  been  made  to  list  most  of  the  more  in^or- 
tant  references  on  the  subject.  It  must  be  admitted, 
however,  that  the  bibliography  is  more  complete  for 
crops  than  it  is  for  animal  products. 

The  reports  listed  vary  widely  in  scope  and  depth;  this 
is  particularly  true  of  the  relatively  few  actual  fea- 
sibility studies.
